The alibi In the Ogden case was to be

"Baby" John's confession, that "Baby 
John was In the kitchen studying his 
lessons, while In, reality 'IBaby" John 
was blowing up the Ogden lipmo. 
Alibi in Samuels Case. 
'An even more ..Ingenious method .was 
put In operation,' according 'to the story 
just told by "Baby" John to Hodgkl.nii 
and Donahue, to enable the boy_to. prove 
an alibi in the event that he was SUSH, 
pected or arrested while trying to dyna- 
mite the residence of Police Judge Sam- 
uels of Oakland. 
The boy stated that there was special 


danger in the attempt to blow up the 
Samuels .home for; the . reason that there 
was a street lamp on the opposite side 
of the street "and that .H..was"posslble .tor 
passers-by.or people in the neighborhood 
to observe ""Baby" John either entering 
thex premises 'or leaving after the fuse 
had been lighted. 
Scheme Didn't Work. 


For the purpose of forestalling, such a 


result, "paby" John says 
• that Mrs. 


Martin instructed him' to. call at the 
home of Judge Samuels and borrow from 
the Judge's'son a-copy of tho year book 
of the University of California, known 
as "Blue and Gold." The .book/ was to 
have been kept for several days^ and, on 
the night on which the bomb was to be 
exploded ;and after the match had been 
applied to the fuse, "Baby" John was to 
knock at the door of the Samuels home 
and ask from the son permission to re- 
tain the book several days longer. 


The plan, however, was knocked out

Dissolution of the Graft Prosecution. 


With the breaking out of a good-sized row between Langdon 


and Biggy en er the policing of San Francisco's Chinatown and 
tenderloin, the indications are materially strengthened that the 
dissolution of the so-called graft prosecution is approaching. Con- 
sidering everything, the only strange thing about the combination 
is that it has held together so long. It was evident from the start 
to those who were not carried off thc-'r feet and were clear-headed 
enough to jtrlge the situation and the conditions impartially, that 
it had but an ephemeral existence in prospect, for it was started on 
a wrong basK. If it had been prompted by an honest and sincere 
desire to purify the political atmosplnre and had been free from all 
selfishness, tl e carrying out of perso lal revenges and the satisfac- 
tion of politi:al ambitions, it might have been different. But the 
crusade for alleged municipal reform was so loaded to the muzzle 
with ignoble personal prejudice and hatreds, selfish aims, discredit- 
able revengesul purposes, a desire to gratify personal political am- 
bitions which posses'sed no intrinsic merit, and the proposed imposi- 
tion of greater grafting schemes on the community than any it was 
accused of hiving previously fostered, that the level-headed, self- 
possessed cit zen could not fail to foresee its failure. The .elements 
in the graft orosecution were not clean. A pure, unsullied stream 
cannot be expected to flow from a defiled source. 


An alleged reform movement based on fraud, deception, mis- 


representatio i, treachery, the compou.iding of felonies oy the grant- 
'ing of immurity to some self-confessing felons and to others accused 
of the same offenses based on "coming through" by committing rank 
perjury; intimidation by threats whic'i could not be lawfully carried 
out, and jud-cial collusion in a pre-arranged program, could never 
hope for success, except through the maintenance of a disordered 
condition of .he mentality of the community. These were the chief 
assets, ho^ve'-er, of the San Francisco graft prosecution as revealed 
up to date. 


Disintegration of the combinations formed is, however, setting in 


now that the community is beginning to recover itself. Hiram John- 
son has abandoned the prosecution because it has not kept financial 
faith witlVjiim and has adopted measures which he could not ap- 
pro\e. Ruef is in open revolt, for the reason that the prosecution 
ha? repudiated the immunity it granted to him and which the trial 
judges approxed, because he will not perjure himself on the \\itness 
stand, as the prosecution programmed he shall. And now immacu- 
late (?) but serviceable servitor, ex-F.lisor Biggy, is frothing at the 
mouth, like the soap suds of his laundry, because District Attorney 
Langdon ace. uses him openly of grafting, through his Chinatowr 
squad, on th • Chinese located there and on the tenderloin shows in 
the vicinity, ,ind that on a'scale that eclipses any of their experiences 
in the past. Besides, the political ambitions of the chic! conspirator 1 
in the whoK anti-graft movement are beginning to develop in a 
tangible form, and the raid on the municipality's public utilities, foi 
the benefit cf himself and those of his associates who have been 
keeping in the background, is materializing. On the disgraceful 


; immunity agreement with Ruef, O'Gara—a lesser light in the ccm- 
'bination—ha-5 been abandoned to fight out a hopeless case alone. 
•Heney has been discredited by the Supreme Court of the United 
States as a trustworthy prosecutor in the \Villiamsorr-Oregon land 
case and by the California Court of Appeals in the Schmitz case. The 
so-called reform administration is besmirched by evidence of corrup- 
tion in its Public Works department, and the fitness of the trial 
judges in the criminal departments of the Superior Court is chal- 
lenged by the sworn statement of Rabbi Kaplan and the unsigned 
confirmatory statement of Rabbi Xielo—two unimpeachable citizens 
who took an active part in the midnight conferences between the 
prosecuting officers and the trial judges for the carrying out of the 
immunity program. NA house divided, as this is, against itself cannot 
stand, and the attempt to carry out a serious crusade against alleged 
corruption and vice in public life under such circumstances becomes 
a howling isrce and a travesty of justice, against the continuance 
of which strong murmurings are being heard throughout the busi- 
ness communitv.

Revival of Chinese Anti- 
Exclusion Agitation. 


That we arc threatened with a renewal of the Chi.rese exclu- 


sion agitaticn is now quite apparent. 
\Vu Ting Fang, former 


Chinese minister to the United States, is returning to Washington, 
being a passenger on the Pacific I\Iail liner Siberia, which will reacn 
this- port thn week. In an interview at Honolulu, \Vu announced 
that it was his intention as soon as his credential'; were approved at 
."Washington to renew his efforts to secure a modification of the ex- 
clusion laws. When he was stationed at the national capital before, 
Wu made himself specially offensive by his impudent attempt to in- 
fluence exclusion legislation then pending in Congress. 
He practi- 


cally assumed the role of a lobbyist and made such a bold attempt to 
influence domestic legislation that if the accredited representative 
of any West;rn nation had intruded m the same way he "would have 
been declared persona non grata and his recall demanded by the 
administration. 
British Erribassador West was promptly recalled 


•when he committed the Icssimportart offense of allowing himself to 
be trapped into the writing of the Murchison letter, in which he gave 
advice confidentially to a supposed naturalized Englishman how to 
•vote at the Presidential election then pending. The betrayal of the 
confidence be reposed in his Pomona correspondent exposed, of 
course, the f ict that he was meddling in a domestic affair which was 
none of his business. Cognizance should be taken by the adminis- 
tration of Wu's previous conduct at Washington, for he is one of 
those men ihat is likely to repeat the offense, if he can get the 
chance. 


Justice David J. Brewer, who has of late shown a disposition 


to become politically active in a some-.vhat offensive manner, went out 
of his way apparently in a lecture delivered Saturday eight at th 
Cooper's Union Hall to revive the opposition of Eastern sentimental- 
ists to Chinese exclusion. 
He went out of his way also to un- 


fairly descri )e the processes of exclusion as brutal and barbarouc, 
and that Corgress had allowed itself to be influenced by professional 
agitators in the passage of the exclusion laws, and that an aroused 
public sentirient favored their material modification. Justice Brewer 
misstates tin- facts. In the first place, Congress adopted the Chinese 


vftxclu?ion la vs in response to the demand of free American labor 


throug tout he country against the unrestricted admission of con- 
tract coohe 'aborers from China, because they were degrading white 
labor. Congress shaped the laws S3 that they are rtow operating 
effectively and they have been so operating for several years past. 
In the seco-id place, there is no aroused public sentiment in evi- 
tlence for the modification of Chinese exclusion. Any modi- 
fication in the present Iaw3 will be a lowering of the bars 


The academic council at Stanford University has sets its face 


against the drinking habit an^ng the students. Two seniors were 
recently expelled for appearing on the campus under the influence 
of liquor. It was an extreme measure to take; but- the conditions 
justified it as a disciplinary measure. Sobriety is one of the essentials 
in university student life. Nothing will bring a university into dis- 
repute quicker than permtiting the drink habit to run riot. Nothing 
has such a demoralizing effect 6n the student body as a whole than 
the toleration of a drunken student. The new student affairs com- 
mittee has taken a strong hold of the matter and taken the commend- 
able stand that drinking by students must be stopped and stamped 
out. Every university in the land should follow Stanford's example.

son that a neighboring ruler had built 
himself a throne of the same material. 
Ahab had as queen a woman of over- 
mastering temperament, cruel and as- 
piring, whose name was Jezabel. He 
had sent word to Naboth that he de- 
sired his vneyard and if necessary 
would pay him liberally for it. 
Naboth, however, had no desire to 


part with his property as it was an 
inheritance 
from his father. 
He so 


advised the king. This refusal so dis- 
appointed the ruler that he went to 
bed and refused to eat. The puny 
ruler was found in this condition by 
Jezabel, who remonstrated with him. 
She ordered him to cease repining be- 
cause of the refusal of Naboth to part 
with his property and pledged him that 
she would get from Naboth the vine- 
yard so greatly desired. 


In furtherance of her purpose, Jeza- 
bel succeeded in having a day 
of 


worship 
proclaimed, 
knowing 
full 


well that Naboth, who was a religious 
man, would be present. She also sen) 
two confederates to the place where 
the gathering was to take place, who 
were Instructed to proclaim that Na- 
both had blasphemed against the law 
and God. 
As a consequence, Naboth 


was taken outside the city and stoned 
to death 
Then Ahab came into the 


possession of the vineyard which he 
had so intently coveted.

after 


taking possession of the place, 
th 


prophet Elijah appeared on the seen- 
and 
reproved 
Ahab for the wrong 


that he had done and declared that Goc? 
would show his displeasure and that 
In the end, dogs would lap his blood 
and also that dogs would eat the bodj 
of the equally cruel Jezabel, all 
o 


whicn came to pas'*. 


It was not an evidence of mercy fo 


an employer, he said, to heartlessly
